Mapping The Universe

Dust Clouds Baulk 


_. The. Scientists 


Washington, June 15, 
Research to ascertain the 
nature of interstellar clouds 
which do ‘not blow’ away—and 
which prevent astronomers from 
completing their maps of the 
universe—was described by Dr. 
Frederick Seares, before the 
American Acydemy of Sciences 
to-day. . > 
“The research, being conducted at 
the Mt. Wilson Observatory, is intl- 
mately related to the picture which 
astronomers are drawing of the uni- 
yerse asa giant sonp-bubble, expand- 
ing ata terrific rate. But before the 
picture can be finished, astronomers 
must be able'to fix the positions of 
those stars that aie speednge away 
from the earth, seeming M on the very 
borders of space. And the clouds get

. THREE KINDS OF CLOUDS 
‘Dr. Seares-fnds interstellar clouds 
to be of three diflerent kinds, gascaus, 
molecular in nature; dust, or of the 
nature of the wavelength of light;
